CHAPTER 48
[ Published March 5, 1869.]

AN AOT to amend section 53 of chapter 19 of the revised statutes,
relating to highways.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senats -
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SEcTION 1. Section 53 of chapter 19 of the revised
statutes is hereby amended so as to read as follows, to-
wit: When any six or more freeholders or applicants
for a homestead, occupying the same, residing in any
town shall wish to have a higliway laid out, altered or
discontinued in such town, they may make application
in writing to the supervigsors of the town in which
they reside for that purpose, and the said supervisors
shall proceed to lay out, alter or discontinue such
highway, if in their opinion the public good will there-
by be promoted.

SEcTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and aftgr its passage and publication.
